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Class Struggle? 

There is something pathetic, although at the 
#@ame time sinister, in the views of Harry 
Sridges, Australian-born labor leader of the 
west coast, as he expressed them at a hearing 
4on deportation proceedings now being held in 
Ban Francisco. 

Bridges asserted, in reply to questions from 
the chief of the government counsel, there is a 
‘class struggle” now in progress in the United 
®tates and listed as the opposing forces “large 
corporate interests” on the one hand, and “the 
working people, the small business people and 
the small farmers and such as that” on the 


a 
— 


_ other. 


There, once again, is the old bugaboo of 
“big business,” the imaginative windmill at 
which all radicals tilt their lances, whether 
they operate from a Union square soap- 
box, from the headquarters of some union or 
from places high in the political system of the 
country. 

Yet, despite all the fulminations, no one 
has yet been able to actually define the villain 
alleged to be inherent in “big business.” Is it 
big business ownership? The owners today are 
the average people, the selfsame “working peo- 
ple, small business people, small farmers and 
such as that,” who are placed in the opposing 
rank by Bridges. They, through the ownership 
of a few shares of stock, are the actual owners 
of “big business” today. 

Is it big business management? The man- 
agement consists of salaried executives, gen- 
erally harassed, who are striving desperately 
to so meet their responsibilities, often in the 
face of apparently insurmountable difficulties, 
that the business may earn a smal! dividend 
for the same stockholders listed in the preced- 
ing paragraph. 

And how would Bridges define “small busi- 
ness people?” No one was able to do this prop- 
erly at the time when “small business” was 
supposed to be meeting in Washington and 
making the weight of its influence felt in the 
seats of government. At what point does a 
business move from the category of ‘small” 
into the baleful listing of “big?” 

What Harry Bridges, and others like him, 
forgets is that this is America, where every 
man, no matter how humble, has the right to 
own his own share of stock in “big business;” 
where every man has opportunity, if he can 
accept it, to improve his lot in life by his own 
brains and his own effort; where there is no 
genuine “class struggle,” because no individual 
is bound to any one class, save by his own 


choosing. 
True, there are sporadic outbreaks of hot- 


headed violence in some labor disputes. As at 
the Green Mountain dam, a few are apt to be 
killed or injured when strikes are in progress 
and when either side resorts to force, or to the 
threat of force, to gain their ends. 


It matters not which side, the employer or 
force, whether 


clubs, injury and, sometimes, fatality, then be- 
comes unavoidable. 

But to admit this self-evident fact is by no 
means to concede that a vicious, hateful class 
struggle is in progress in America today. 

If there is class consciousness it is the re- 
Bult of the penetration of such ideas as those 
espoused by Harry Bridges, the alleged Com- 
munist, and if there is class struggle it is the 
outgrowth of those foreign ideas, utterly re- 
pugnant to the principles of Americanism to 
which this nation gives its faith.

Economic Dynamite 

Probably the most negiected factor in dis- 
cussions of the European situation is the eco- 
nomic dynamite of vast armament expenditures. 
It is a serious question whether the continent 
can, without complete collapse, revert from a 
war economy to a peace economy. If it can- 
not, then the alternative is as serious as war, 
or must result in a war of desperation. 


It is all well and good to say the nations of 
Europe do not want war. But it is another 
thing to consider how they can avoid it. Or to 
consider how long the mad race for superior 
arms can be run. Or to consider how long the 
rigid discipline of the German people can stand 
under a constantly tightening regimen. 


An estimate has been made of the expendi- 
tures over the world for armaments, an esti- 
mate reaching the astounding total of $20,000.- 
000,000 annually. This is 17% billion dollars 
more than was spent annually on the eve of 
the World War; almost one-third the total na- 
tional income of the United States; from 40 to 
70 per cent of the respective national budgets. 
The United States, by contrast, spent only 
about 12 per cent during the last fiscal year. 


Armaments cannot pay dividends. They are 
manufactured, but they are not sold. They cost 
money, but they do not earn money. The same 
applies to men under arms, They are removed 
from productive enterprise and the nations that 
plle up armaments and armed forces drain off 
their cost from the national wealth, a wealth 
that has very definite limitations, and which 
doesn’t grow like cotton. When this drain 
reaches a saturation point, one of two things 
must occur. Either the situation explodes into 
war, or into uncontrollable inflation, either of 
which can be completely and utterly disastrous 
to this house of fantasy men call civilization. 

The suggestion of a British statesman for a 
huge loan, permitting Germany to liquidate its 
armies and armaments, may yet prove the most 
sensible proposal to come from the melee of na- 
tional terrors and prides now confounding the 
chancellories of the continent. Yet the ‘ssug- 
gestion was completely and thoroughly repu- 
diated, both by the Chamberlain government 
and by the opposition, fearful of a new Cham- 
berlain appeasement. 

The real danger in Europe is not Hitler, per 
se, but what. Hitler may be forced to do to de- 
lay an economic debacle. Man cannot eat his 
own flesh and live. Neither can man dissolve 
his wealth in armaments and keep the peace, 
external or internal. 

Today, the liquidation of armaments can 
only be obtained at staggering costs. Tomorrow, 
it may be impossible. 


The Second 100 Years 


There would really be no use for the young, 
or the middle-aged, or even the so-called quite 
old, to attempt to look through the eyes of 
Mrs. Sarah H. Baker, of Geraldine, Ala. They 
would see one thing while she was seeing an- 
other, for the grand lady is 102 years old and 
has 421 direct descendants. One fleeting back- 
ward glance would revive more happiness, more 
sorrow, more joy, more grief, than the most 
vivid imagination could conjure up in the span 
of an ordinary life. 

Her oldest boy is now, to her, a mere young- 
ster of 81, while to most of those who would 
seek to see as she sees the youngest would be 
an old fellow of 62. 

Since starting on the second century of her 
life—really, who can say with authority that 
the first 100 years are always the hardest?— 
she has pieced and sewn together 18 quilts 
without the aid of eye glasses. And with every 
stitch, with every thrust of the needle, with 
every drawing through of the thread, has come 
the remembrance of tears over inconsequential 
things, of generations of broken dolls, of death 
on the field of battle, of victory, of defeat, of 
crusaders — moral, political, religious — who 
would have made over the world under the 
exigencies of the moment. 

How she must chuckle to herself over the 
many seemingly tremendous, unsolvable human 
problems which solved themselves then, as she 
knows they will solve themselves now, with the 
passing of enough time. Enough time! There’s 
the rub. For so few, like Mrs. Baker, have 
sufficient time to solve their problems or see 
them solved or to attain that distant perspec- 
tive where problems cease to be problems. 


An 18-year-old heiress to millions is told to 
choose between them and a crooning sax play- 
er. If she is sweet 18, a thing like this takes 
thought.

TO OUTLAW LABOR SPYING. 
(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 


A lot of dirty practices were uncovered by the 
La Follette Civil Liberties committee. None rank- 
ed lower, however, than those which certain em- 
ployers in industry used to harass and block or- 
ganized labor in its attempt to achieve freedom in 
collective bargaining. During the senatorial hear- 
ings, shocking disclosures of labor spies, planted 
stool pigeons, professional strike breakers. crimi- 
nal strike guards and the arms traffic in labor 
trouble were in the news day after day. 

All this needs to be remembered as we read 
that the senate labor committee has recommended 
the enactment of a law to bar “malignant labor 
practices.” Legislation asked would not only out- 
jaw the interstate transportation of goods pro- 
duced in the shadow of espionage and strike- 
breaking by thugs, it would prohibit the govern- 
ment from entering into contracts with companies 
using such practices. 

This proposal is aimed at the elimination of a 
hangover from feudalism. Men have a right to 
work without the fear that the fellow at the next 
bench is planted there to carry tales to the fore- 
man. They have the right to strike against just 
grievances without the threat that their places 
will be taken by professional thugs and gunmen, 
imported to break the strike. They nave a right 
to protection by the government against a vicious 
trade in bombs, sawed-off shotguns and subma- 
chine guns. 

A congressional investigation serves only part 
of its purpose when it reveals conditions which 
need to be corrected. Correction must follow. 
The labor committee has made a recommendation 


| which congress should be prompt in accepting.

SERIOUS SITUATION WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The serious-

The department, undoubtedly egged on by 
the White House and encouraged by favorable public opinion, has 
at last made up its mind to take no more nonsense—the nonsense in 
question being the Japanese drive against the foreign concessions 
and all foreign rights in China. 

Meanwhile Japanese assaults on the foreign concessions have 
been, if anything, intensified, since denunciation of the commercial 
treaty, word has reached this country of a series of incidents along 
the usual pattern, by which the Japanese hope to crowd every one 
but themselves off Chinese soil.

whether or no the foreign concession rights 
will be maintained, but whether or no the Japanese shall be allowed 
to build a huge eastern empire. The drive against the concessions 
is merely an incident of empire building. It is the first incident, 
however, which gives this country a real excuse to put its oar in. 
And it is obvious that the American policy is now to put the most 
substantial obstacles in Japan’s way. 

If Japanese tactics should change, or if American public opinion 
should become nervous, the new policy would certainly be modified. 
Otherwise, however, there seems to be only one way out. 

That way is the disciplinary action which the State Department 
is already mulling over. It can take the forms of (1) an empty ges- 
ture, such as recall of the American ambassador at Tokyo, or (2) 
a mild economic reprimand such as the imposition of countervailing 
duties on Japanese goods, or (3) an absolute embargo on exports 
to and imports from Japan. Empty gestures are always foolish. 
Countervailing duties are virtually worthless in the case of Japan, 
since the great bulk of our Japanese imports is raw silk, and raw 
silk is on the free list. Thus the only effective disciplinary action 
is the embargo, which has already been lightly talked of as “pos- 


sible.” 
In the opinion of Far Eastern 


IMMOVABLE, IRRESISTIBLE | 
experts, an embargo is not 


“possible” but probable, and what is more, may well be taken by the 
Japanese as a warlike act. In truth, it is not hard to find shrewd 
and well-informed men who will tell you that this country is pres- 
ently heading for war with Japan. 

While such predictions may be alarmist, the embargo would cer- 
tainly have grave results. Japan could not take it calmly, for she 
depends directly on this country for huge percentages of the oil, 
scrap iron and cotton she so desperately needs for her Chinese ad- 
venture. She is virtually denuded of foreign exchange, being re- 
duced to day-to-day dependence on profits on exports. Having no 
ready money, it will be extremely difficult for the Japanese to lay 
in reserve supplies of the commodities from which an embargo 
would cut them off. At the same time, stoppage of this country’s 
purchases from Japan would greatly reduce Japan’s vital cash in- 
come. 

It has already been suggested that as soon as America proclaimed 
an anti-Japanese embargo, the Japanese would seize the oil-produc- 
ing territories in the Netherlands East Indies. This would naturally 
inflame matters still further, perhaps to a point where the United 
States and England would attempt the much-discussed long-distance 
blockade at Panama and the straits of Singapore. Altogether, affairs 
in the Far East are moving closer and closer to the immovable ob- 
ject and irresistible force stage. When that stage is reached, an 
explosion must be expected.

THE CHURCH AND FOOD Zion's Herald, century-old Meth- 
odist publication, has announced 


a program which deserves more circulation than the Zion Herald 
can give it. A copy should be placed before the menu man of every 
civic club, chamber of commerce and “booster club” in this land 
of the free and the home of the brave. This program should not be 
confined to churches. 

“Startling indeed would be the list of the souls which have been 
damned by bad cooking,” says the Herald. Churches and homes, 
says the Herald, are waging “an all but losing fight with restaurants 
for the souls of men.” 

“Men are not interested in being at home or eating at home be- 
cause of half-cooked food, tough meats, poorly seasoned vegetables, 
soggy pies and doctored puddings. 

“Nor are churches themselves free from this evil. All too often 
the ‘church social’ or men’s club ‘banquet’... has driven down the 
spiritual thermometer of professing Christians below zero. 

“Food has something to do with the growth and progress of the 
inner life. Cooks have a responsibility, the proportions of which 
they scarcely realize,” concludes the Herald. 

This is truth worth remembering. Dr. Spencer J. McCallie was 
wont to tell his pupils, when he came to a truth he wished them 
to remember: “I wish I could have that printed on a mallet and 
then hit you in the head with the mallet.” 

It would be very desirable to have those in charge of the aver- 
age club luncheon menu hit in the head with a mallet on which, 
heavily engraved, was the editorial from Zion's Herald. 


THE FAITHFUL GREEN PEA Often, contemplating a club 

luncheon plate, I have won- 
dered what would happen to club luncheons if the pea crop, the 
green pea crop, were to fail. 

He is the yoeman, the stout fellow, the right arm of the menu- 
makers for civic and church club luncheons and suppers. The 
menu-maker is never in doubt. He closes his eyes and says, 

“Let's see. We'll have green peas and—” 

I have nothing against the green pea. I like him. But now 
and then, on looking down at the smail pile of green peas on the 
plate, I have said to myself, “Oh, thou faithful unto death. Better 
thou had not been harvested.” 

Then, there is the fruit cocktail. The fruit cocktail is an ex- 
cellent dish. But it lacks, because of its very variety—variety. 
Yet, inevitably, there it is with the small shred of maraschino 
cherry looking up, quite gaily, saying, “Hello, there, here I am 
again. 

The rolls almost always are cold. In fact, the charge might 
have been made by Zion's Herald that the average luncheon or 
supper was much like the church at Thesslonica, which was neither 
hot nor cold, but lukewarm. And by the time the invocation has 
been said and one verse of “America” sung, alas and alack, the 
lukewarmness has fled and there remaineth only cold. 

There is much to be said about the subject. The dessert, 
usually a heavy pie, tops off what usually is a luncheon sustaining 
the position of Zion’s Herald . .. that is, it has not done the 
inner man any good and has not added one inch to his Spiritual 


well-being.

As an expert, I would say 
that the Madison (Ga.) Kiwanians eat the best food of any club, 
church or civic, in the state. Their food is prepared and served 
under the direction of Mrs. Ben Gay at the college just out of 
town. Until some other club lifts the honor the Madison club 
must hold the championship. 

Be that as it may, it generally will be admitted that Zion’s 
Herald has come through with a great attack in behalf of the 
common man. 

Maybe it is true, as the editor says, that home life is disappear- 
ing because of the food on the table and not because Papa and 
Mamma are confirmed old hellers who step out to the movies or to 
dances on Saturday night.

I know a little boy named Jackie who personifies the spirit that 
made America.

If anybody tried to lead him by 
the hand, he protested and pulled away in quick resentment. It 
wasn't the hand-holding that offended him, for I could fvol him by 
saying: “Jackie, I’m getting old. What about leading me?” Then 
he took my finger in proud contentment. All he desired was his 
manly independence and freedom. 

You know that feeling, also, and all of your friends share it; for 
you resent restrictions and feel shamed when you are “bossed.” 

All of this adds up to the fact that freedom is the natural state 
of man, as of other animals. It is against nature for one man to 
be another's master. And when nature is violated, in this as in 
other matters, the result is disaster. 

If anybody doubts it, he has only to read the history of our race. 

Our modern era, the way historians figure it, began about 2500 
years ago. And virtually all of the progress achieved in that time 
was made in the last 150 years. 

For over 2,300 years our race stood still; losing ground and re- 
Raining it, but never advancing. Generation after generation, cen- 
tury after century, people did the same things; thought the same 
‘things; lived and died in the same neighborhood. 

The favored few—the priests and nobles and well-born—were 
the masters. They got all they desired without. working, and 
therefore lacked the “divine discontent” required for progress. 

The common people were virtual slaves, without power to do 
anything but obey. They learned nothing except by word of mouth. 
Ignorant, ragged, verminous, degraded, they lived in kennels and 
toiled for masters who kept them near starvation. They never 
dreamed that progress or change was possible. 

Progress began with liberty. When men gained the right to go 
and come at will—to adventure and learn and enjoy the fruits of 
his own labor—to earn and keep every prize his wits and industry 
could deserve—he gained the spirit of proud independence and 
self-reliance and hope and ambition that quickly built a new world.

ELIJAH. 
Sunday’s lesson I Kings, 18th 
chapter, brings us to consider once 


again one of the glorious personal- | 


ities in all history, described by 
the lesson committee as a man of 
great courage. Of course, this 
particular lesson can only briefly 
review a life so encompassing as 
this mighty prophet of God. 

We know very little of his back- 
ground, It is merely stated that 
he was a Tishbite of the inhabi- 
tants of Gilead. He has been de- 


scribed as a tall man of sinewy 
body, thin and strong, and of great 
physical endurance. He is said 
to have worn long hair, and that 
he appeared always in simple 
tunic, held about him by a belt of 
hide; over his tunic he wore a 
mantie or cape of sheepskin. 
Glowing zeal, dauntlessness of 
soul, and unbending condemnation 
of iniquity are the chief character- 
istics of Elijah. 

He appears in thé reign of Ahab, 
a wicked King, who married Jeze- 
bel of Tyre. He told ahab of the 
impending punishment which 
would come to the people because 
of their sin. Retreating to the 
ravines of Cherith, he awaited the 
fulfillment of God's message, sus- 
tained by miraculous provisions 
from the Lord. Sought by Ahab 
and Jezebel, Elijah moved quietly 
among the people, speaking to 
them of God, and speaking to God 
for them. 

The story of the miracle in the 
widow's house, where for two 
years the supply of food was am- 
ple to meet their needs, is but one 
of the many blessings that attend- 
ed those who kept near to Elijah. 

And when the time was fulfilled 
that God would make manifest 
His power, Flijah returned to the 
land of israel and met Ahab in 
the vicinity of the capital city. 
“It it thou, thou troubler of Israel?” 
angrily growled Ahab. To which 
question Elijah made bold answer 
that it was the sin of the king and 
his heathen wife and many others, 
who, having entered into idolatory 
were responsible for the famine 
and suffering. 

Commanding the King to assem- 
ble with the people and _ false 
prophets on Mount Carmel, Elijah 
challenged the prophets of the 
false gods, and wrought one of the 
mighty triumphs of faith as he 
called down the fire upon the al- 
tar, which had been 
water. 

Note the prayer of Elijah at 
Carmel—that it might be made 
known that Jehovah is the God of 
Israel, that Elijah is His servant, 
and that his work was directed of 
God.

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FOR JUDGESHIP BILL 


Ramspeck Says Measure Un- 
likely To Be Enacted at 
This Session.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Al- 
though the house judiciary com- 


mitte has reported favorably an 
omnibus judgeship bill containing 
provision for a new judge in the 
northern district of Georgia, Rep- 
resentative Robert Ramspeck, of 
Decatur, author of an individual 
bill covering the same subject, said 


today he held out little hope of 
enactment this session. 


As the omnibus judgeship bill 
passed the senate earlier it made 
provision for the appointment of 
five additional district judges in 
various sections of the country, one 
of which was for the western dis- 
trict of Oklahoma. The house 
committee struck out the judge for 
Oklahoma and substituted an ad- 
ditional judge for the northern 
district of Georgia. The bill was 
only reported to the house last 
week and got caught in the pre- 
adjournment legislative jam. 

Both Georgia senators, Walter F, 
George and Richard B. Russell Jr., 
have held out for the creation of 
a new federal judicial district in 
the state and have opposed efforts 
of Representative Ramspeck to 
create an additional judge for the 
northern district. The Decatur 
representative insists that the De-~- 
partment of Justice will never ap- 
prove the creation of a new dis- 
trict in the state on*the ground 
that it is not needed. But the at- 
torney general, he said, has in- 
dorsed an additional judge for the 
northern district because of the 
crowded condition of that district's 
court calendar. 

“A bill for the creation of an 
additional judge,” Ramspeck de- 
clared, “was first introduced in 
congress during the year 1930 
when Herbert Hoover was Presi- 
dent. Since then such a bill has 
passed the house twice but was 
held up in the senate.”

Some simple souls sternly take 
a dose of grapefruit, lemon or the 
|jJuice thereof in the belief that it 
keeps one thin or even reduces 
'corpulence. I wonder how this 
‘strange property came to be as- 
cribed to grapefruit and lemon. 
Perhaps some sourface who had 
never been exposed to physiology 
imagined that the sourness caused 
a prodigious pucker to pass 
through the entire body and take 
up slack everywhere. The truth 


is that grapefruit or lemon is 
merely less nourishing and less 
fattening than say, ham and eggs 
or pancakes and maple syrup. 

l have nothing in the world 
against lemons or grapefruit. In 
fact I grow ‘em both (one tree 
each). But please don’t ask me to 
eat or drink any lemon or grape- 
fruit in any circumstance, except 
when a mere dash is mixed in 
with edible things, as in a fruit 
punch or cocktail or in a salad. 
Wherever a dish or a recipe calls 
for vinegar, I prefer lemon juice, 
because vinegar (dilute acetic 
acid) is not utilized as a food, but 
acts as an acid in metabolism, 
while lemon juice (dilute citric 
acid) is oxidized and utilized as 
a food in the body and leaves an 
alkaline residue or ash (alkaline 
carbonate). Try lemon juice in 
place of vinegar in salad dressings 
or as a condiment and you'll soon 
find that it is quite as pleasing 
and perhaps more acceptable to 
the stomach.
